Festival in Liverpool from July 26th to August 20th. 
eae the superb LEGO models on display will be The Wind in the Willows, King Arthur and 
the Knights of the Round Table, Buckingham Palace, Peter Pan and Captain Hook, the Ark Builders, 
Coronation Street, and areally superb new model of the Space Shuttle Columbia with Spacelab 1.
